After being squirted with 50 
cans of Silly String by nearly 400 
students, Joe Heney was covered in 
strands of brightly-colored, plastic 
string — and he was thrilled. 

Passionate about helping fami- 
lies and children who have car- 
diovascular issues, the squirting 
of Silly String was one way Heney 
encouraged his physical education 
students at the Robinson Park El- 
ementary School to participate in 
the American Heart Association’s 
“Jump Rope for Heart.” 

During the month-long event, 
students learn jump-rope skills, fo- 
cus on learning about the heart and 
heart health, and collect money to 
help children with heart problems. 
Each year for the past four years 
that the school has participated, 
Heney has offered a special chal- 
lenge as an extra incentive for 
students to meet the school’s fund- 
raising goal. This year’s challenge: 
Every student who donated could 
squirt him with Silly String.

Cohen: Union contracts 
negotiated in good faith

AGAWAM - A swing vote 
went the union’s way and two 
councilors changed their votes as 
the contracts for seven different 
Agawam town employee unions 
were funded by the Agawam City 
Council Monday night. 

The contracts and subsequent 
funding resolutions were approved 
by the city council in a vote of 8-3 
as the contracts came before them 
for the second time. The funding 
for the contracts was turned down 
when the council was deadlocked 
5-5 on Jan. 21. Without a majority, 
the funding was defeated. Mayor 
Richard Cohen re-submitted the 
contracts after lawyers for the sev- 
en unions refused to renegotiate. 
After one appearance as new busi- 
ness on the agenda, the contracts 
came up for vote again on Feb. 18. 
The meeting was snowed out and 
postponed until Monday night. 

Council President Christopher 
Johnson, Vice President Den- 
nis Perry and Councilor Cecilia 
Calabrese maintained their dis- 
senting votes while Councilors 
Robert Rossi and Donald Rheault 
changed their votes to favor the 
contracts. Councilor Gina Letelli- 
er was absent due to illness when 
the original vote occurred. She 
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voted in favor of the contracts cit- 
ing the fact the school employees 
received the same raises proposed 
for the town employees. 

“T believe it would be funda- 
mentally unfair not to approve the 
contracts since the schools have 
already had their contracts ap- 
proved,” said Letellier. 

Letellier did acknowledge that 
the city council attempted to limit 
the unions to a 1.5 percent raise for 
fiscal year 2014 by cutting funding 
from the salary reserve line item. 
Cohen claimed there are enough 
monies to fund the 2 percent raise 
negotiated by the unions, which 
is equal to the raises secured by 
school employees for this year. 

The contract calls for 1.5 per- 
cent raises in 2015 and 2016. John 
Connor, an attorney for four of the 
seven unions, requested the coun- 
cil approve the contracts before the 
meeting, saying they risked facing 
litigation for violating Massachu- 
setts General Law by trying to in- 
directly negotiate the contracts. 

“We do have to think about the 
fact that the amount we set aside 
for the contract was exceeded,” 
said Letellier. 

Councilors Joseph Mineo, 
George Bitzas and Paul Cavallo 
all encouraged their fellow coun- 
cilors to approve the contracts. 

“Tt troubles me when the law- 
yers are saying they will sue us,” 
said Bitzas. “The lawsuit will cost 
us more than the raises.” 

Mineo said he would again be

Agawam Family and Community 
Program reflects on past successes

AGAWAM — The Agawam 
Family and Community Program 
is continuing to gain interest as the 
program makes a shift from help- 
ing care providers to individual 
families. 

Evidence of the increased inter- 
est was on display Monday night 
and last Friday night with events 
held in town. 

Outreach Coordinator Michelle 
Connery said the program’s latest 
event held on March 3 at the Aga- 
wam Public Library drew nearly 


60 parents. The workshop titled 
“Anxiety and Your Child” attacked 
a growing issue in today’s society. 
Connery says the workshop drew a 
lot of questions, and she and other 
parents learned much from it. 

“No one can really point to a 
particular reason that this anxiety 
exists,” said Conner. “But the rise 
can be partially attributed to chil- 
dren having a lot less downtime 
now. We also have more competi- 
tion in school and sports. The cul- 
ture has really changed.” 

The anxiety workshop followed 
a workshop held on Feb. 28 that 
featured two of the eight authors 
of the book “Just Ordinary Moms.” 
The book is a compilation of real 


stories told by different moms to 
help other moms feel less alone. 
Connery said the Agawam Family 
and Community Program aims to 

accomplish that particular goal. 
“We want to provide parents and 
families with resources that will 
help them feel better about par- 
enting,” said Connery. “So many 
parents feel isolated and have 
questions. We want to use our pro- 

grams to help empower them.” 
According to Connery, the pro- 
gram is striving to become an in- 
formational hub for current and 
future Agawam families with chil- 
dren ages birth through 13 years. 
They try to provide families with

Surfing the remote 
access gray area 


hen an area school committee recently 

asked selectmen to approve remote 
meeting access via online realms for one of 
its members - a proposal that ultimately was 
defeated - it did so with the honest pursuit 
of helping keep meeting quorum and full 
panel participation high. However, such a 
decision if it were approved, comes with a 
whole host of challenges and slippery slopes 
to navigate. 

Selectmen were right in refusing the re- 
quest for now, and perhaps should study the 
issue closer and develop policy. We agree 
with the general consensus that if you seek 
elected or appointed office you should at- 
tend the meetings live. If you can no longer 
attend meetings regularly, you should resign 
and pursue a volunteer role that better fits 
your busy lifestyle. 

That said, we do live in the 21st century 
and video/phone conferencing technology is 
used at most corporations and many smaller 
businesses. So what is stopping municipal 
boards and committees from doing the same 
thing, especially with state law on their side? 
Adding to advocacy for the law, fewer and 
fewer residents are volunteering or receiving 
small stipends to serve on municipal boards 
and committees. No doubt one of the top 
reasons for this negative trend is job reloca- 
tion/travel and loss of family time. So the ar- 
gument for more remote access is tempting. 

The state’s open public meeting law 
amended for this technology in November 
2011 dictates acceptable means of remote 
participation to include telephone, Internet, 
or satellite enabled audio or video confer- 
encing, or any other technology that enables 
the remote participant and all persons pres- 
ent at the meeting location to be clearly au- 
dible to one another. These allowances seem 
exciting and cutting edge on the surface, but 
quickly become murkier in the depths of 
public service. 

The state law is simply flawed in its speci- 
ficity. What we disagree with is consistent 
or routine absences from board meetings by 
members who instead would utilize remote 
online participation rights. It is far too easy 
for this to become a bad habit and lazy way 
of participating. It would also be difficult to 
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discern if the remote board member is ac- 
tually out of town on business or an emer- 
gency, or relaxing in pajamas on his or her 
own couch. This is gray area in the current 
state law, which only states that “geographic 
distance” be one of six factors in its allow- 
ance. 

The state law or perhaps amended local 
policy should be a lot more specific than 
that in terms of how many remote access re- 
quests are allowed per year. And who pays 
for the Internet or phone line bills? 

Our other point is if a school committee 


or planning board member misses 25 live 
meetings but chimes in online for those 
sessions, would that somehow be OK with 
townspeople? No, it would not. The main 
reason for this is taxpayers and voters put 
people into office so they can access them 
live at meetings whenever they want to - 
not talk to a laptop screen or speakerphone. 
Mannerisms, body language and eye contact 
are all critical tools in the deliberation pro- 
cess of municipal boards. And so is a firm 
handshake. That is all lost with remote ac- 
cess that becomes the norm. 


Letters to the Editor 


If interested in adopting the state law, 
selectmen, town council, mayors or chief 
executive officers are required to implement 
remote participation access across all boards 
and committees. They cannot make an ex- 
ception just for one person or board. The 
challenge is many towns and small cities are 
still unprepared to make this jump in terms 
of technology and expense. The law is still 
remote in its language and needs refinement 
either at the state level or locally with board 
governance bylaws.

Six Flags offers scholarship opportunity

will be based on academic excellence, par- 
ticipation in extracurricular activities and 
community involvement. 

Jennifer McGrath, communications man- 
ager for the park, said Six Flags New Eng- 
land is the first of the company’s 18 amuse- 
ment parks to offer an external scholarship 
that doesn’t require students to be employed 
at Six Flags. 

“Our other properties do work with sur- 
rounding schools, but being a Six Flags Team 
member is a requirement,” she explained. 

McGrath said when she and the other 
members of park’s leadership team devel- 
oped the Agawam scholarship last fall they 
modeled it after the internal scholarship pro- 
gram. 

Eligibility and criteria 

Only students who are AHS seniors en- 
rolled in a two- or four-year accredited col- 
lege or university beginning this September 
who are pursuing careers in marketing, en- 
tertainment, hospitality or engineering are 
eligible for the scholarship. 

Scholarship recipients will be selected 
using a criteria that includes academic 
achievement, involvement in extracurricular 
activities (National Honor Society, scouting, 
sports, music and fine arts, student govern- 
ment, etc.), and participation in philanthropy 
and/or volunteerism activities. Applications, 
which are available at the high school, must 
be submitted by May 15 to McGrath at Six 
Flags New England, 1623 Main Street, Aga- 
wam, MA 01001. 

“T have no idea how many students will 
apply,” said McGrath. “T think it will be hard 
to pick the final two.” She said the $4,000 to- 
tal scholarship funds for 2014 could change 
after this year. “We decided to try the first 
year with two students at $2,000 each. That 
was comfortable for us, but we would love to 
grow the scholarship in the future.” 

The scholarship is one of several commu- 
nity outreach initiatives the park is planning 
during 2014 to assist the town. 

“We want to grow closer with the com- 
munity in Agawam and continue to build a 
better relationship between Six Flags and the 
town. We also believe the scholarship will 
help support the education of future leaders 
within our community,” McGrath said. 

Job shadowing bonus 
McGrath said students selected for the

scholarships will get more than just a check 
to help them pay for tuition at the colleges 
of their choice. Both recipients will also get 
to spend one day in the park in June or July 
job shadowing a Six Flags “team member” 
performing work in the field that they are 
pursuing. 

The job shadowing will give the recipients 
“hands-on experience” for a day and show 
them the theme park world and what it can 
offer in terms of a career, said McGrath. 
She said it would involve a full day at the 
park, exposing scholarship recipients to Six 
Flag New England’s team leaders, rubbing 
elbows and networking with professionals 
in their career fields, and getting a close-up 
look at the variety of activities that occur 
daily at the park. 

“We want them to experience as much as 
they can. We will show them what an actual 
day is like. They may even get spoiled and 
go on some of the rides, so they should be 
prepared to learn and have fun,” she added. 

Industry of fun and entertainment 

Recipients will not be required to work at 
a Six Flags park or even within the theme 
park industry. However, McGrath said a 
goal of the scholarship program and the job- 
shadowing day is to educate recipients about 
what she calls “incredible career opportuni- 
ties” within the theme park industry. 

“Perhaps we can spark an interest within 
these young and talented students to join the 
industry of fun and entertainment,” said Mc- 
Grath. “We’d also love to get some feedback 
from them about their job-shadowing expe- 
rience.” 

A 2004 graduate of AHS, McGrath (for- 
merly Schaedler) became communications 
manager at the park a year ago after working 
in a variety of different park positions and 
serving as an intern while in college. She had 
planned a broadcast media career, but theme 
parks got into her blood. 

“T’ve always loved theme parks and the 
entertainment industry since I was very 
young. I could never see myself doing any- 
thing else. It’s an incredible work environ- 
ment that is high energy, fast-paced and lots 
of fun,” added McGrath. 

AHS Principal Steve Lemanski said the 
scholarship is a “great opportunity” for 
students. McGrath hopes it will “inspire” 
seniors at her alma mater to also consider a 
career in “the industry of fun.”

This outreach engagement did more than 
entertain. It provided awareness and involve- 
ment at two local community establish- 
ments, one for children and families who 
stay at the Ronald McDonald House, and a 
visit at Heritage Hall Nursing Home where 
elderly people circled the room where the 
robot paraded. 

Offering entertainment was the foot in the 
door for the MIGHTY Mechanics students 
as they spoke about their robot-building 
journey and took turns sharing the process to 
the point where the team has a robot ready to 
compete. The team hopes to move on from 
the Mass. State Championships to the Super 
Regional located in York, Penn., and to the 
World Championships in St. Louis, Mo. 

During the Ronald McDonald House visit, 
the team set up the robot, displayed the re- 
cently-earned “Think Award,” described their 
“design and build” journey, and let some of 
the resident children use the remote control 
to drive the robot in the main living room.

At the visit to Heritage Hall, the Mechan- 
ics assembled the robot, prepared it for dem- 
onstration, exhibited the award, and spoke to 
the large group of about 25 seniors circled 
around for the show. 

The March 8 competition will be held at 
Bridgewater State University. 

In addition to robot-building and driv- 
ing fun, the purpose of the club is to help 
students get a hands-on experience with 
real-life challenges that employees and em- 
ployers face in the science, technology and 
manufacturing fields. However, many other 
business-oriented experiences prevail, in- 
cluding marketing, administration, sales ac- 
tivities and more, all helping students gain 
career knowledge. 

FIRST (For Inspiration and Recogni- 
tion of Science and Technology) Robotics 
is a program for students in grade 7-12. In 
this program, each year students are faced 
with a certain goal for the games staged by 
FIRST robotics worldwide organization. 
The MIGHTY Mechanics were challenged 
with a “Block Party!” game. The goal was 
to build a robot that could deposit blocks in 
buckets on a pendulum, turn a wheel to raise 
a flag, and include a mechanism to raise the 
robot off the ground onto a pull up bar.

could throw a cream pie in his face. Heney 
then tripled down on his challenge. The die- 
hard New York sports fan said he would wear 
New England sports apparel for five days 
if students collected more than the $3,500 
raised last year. 

Heney’s students didn’t simply reach their 
goal. They smashed it. When the money was 
tallied, students had collected more than 
$7,400 — almost double the $4,200 goal. So, 
on the last Friday in February, Heney picked 
up a jump rope, donned a baseball cap and 
goggles, and braced for the onslaught of 
Silly String and cream pies. 

“T never would have imagined that a small 
school like this could raise this amount of 
money,” said Heney, who began teaching 
at the school in 2010 after graduating from 
Springfield College. “It’s a true indicator of 
the support we continue to receive from our 
families and the community.” 

“Joe is an awesome teacher who goes 
above and beyond for this event,” said Kristin 
Styles, the AHA’s youth market director for 
central and western Massachusetts. “Robin- 
son Park is definitely one of our higher fund- 
raising schools.” 

Last year, Agawam schools raised more 
than $16,000 for the AHA. Styles said when 
all donations are counted for this year, it 
could be close to $27,000. 

Robinson Park is among 450 Massachu- 
setts elementary and middle schools that 
participated in the 35th annual Jump Rope 
for Heart. The heart association provided 
Heney with resources, including posters, 
lesson ideas and fact sheets to help students 
learn about heart health. 

This year’s event used a duck theme, with 
students who donated at least five dollars re- 
ceiving small duck key chains attached to a 
lanyard. 

“They loved the duck theme,” said Heney. 
“The kids really got into it. The more they 
donated, the more prizes they were eligible 
to receive.” 

Photos add personal touch 

Jumping individually or as teams, stu- 
dents ask friends and family for donations. 


Heney said students were encouraged to 
dedicate their jumping to a family member 
who may have had cardiovascular issues. 
Some students brought in pictures of those 
in their family who currently have or have 
had heart problems 

“This adds a great personal touch to our 
event,’ Heney added. 

In addition to collecting money from 
friends and relatives locally, students also 
reached out using online donations. 

The feedback was “tremendous,” said 
Heney. “Family members from as far as Italy 
donated toward our cause.” 

Students who collected the most money 
were Donovan Salva (grade 2), $260.35; 
Vincent Rodier (grade 2) and Grace Mori- 
arty (grade 1), both collected $200; Caroline 
Toto (kindergarten), $185; Jeremiah Griffen 

grade 2), $167; and Maddie Balzano, (kin- 
dergarten), $157. 

Maddie jumped for her uncle, Joe Whalen, 
who is currently awaiting a heart transplant 
at Brigham and Women’s Hospital in Bos- 
ton. 

“This is very special for me. My uncle has 
a sick heart. ’m happy for me and for my 
uncle.” 

School filled with pride 

Principal Cynthia Palazzi said many stu- 
dents were reminded of loved ones hit by 
heart disease. 

“Our school is just filled with pride that 
we’ve been able to rally around this very 
worthwhile cause,” she said. 

She added that staff at the school also con- 
tributed by holding a dress-down day and 
donating proceeds from a week-long, staff- 
run bake sale. 

Heney said he jumped on the heart asso- 
ciation event when he started at the school 
because cardiovascular disease — the leading 
cause of death in the country — is also the 
most preventable disease. 

“The event helps educate kids that mov- 
ing, eating well and staying tobacco-free can 
not only save their lives, it can also be fun. 
It’s our driving message,” he said. 

He said being squirted with plastic string 
and having pies thrown in his face was noth-
